On 5/20/68, Supervisor AL STAFFELD, Division 9, 

SOG, called making referenc, to Newark alrtel to Bureau 2/14/63, 
captioned as above. Alrtel made reference to a summary of 
a conversation 2/6/63 furnished by NK 2251-C*. He said, 
according to the alrtel, three Individuals were at the Bam 
and the alrtel Indicates one of these Individuals was believed 
to be CARMINE PERSICO. 


STAFFELD said that CARMINE PERSICO Is currently 
the subject of a TFIS case. New York origin, and the Depart¬ 
mental Attorney handling that matter believes that there Is 
a possibility that the Individuals referred to as PERSICO 
was actually LOMBARDOZZI, also a New York subject. STAFFEID 
said that the reason the Department believes that this might 
be so Is that PERSICO Is normally referred to as JUNIE or 
JUNIOR*’ STAFFELD said that the Departmental Attorney 
is Interested In determining how we arrived at the possibility 
that one of the three individuals was PERSICO and that he 
possibly would (desire to talk to the agent who authored 
Newark's alrtel In Newark concerning the matter. 


It was determined that the alrtel was authored 
SA JOHN F, BURKE. HO does not now recall how the possible 
identity of PERSICO was established although he Is certain 
that there was some basis for It because he did not know 
then nor does he now know the name of PERSICO. He observed 
that he was acquainted with the name of LOMBARDOZZI at 
that time since he was then under Investigation by the New 
York Office. Relief Supervisor JOHN H. CONNORS, C-4, ad¬ 
vised that a review had been made of the log, pertinent 
sections of &ie DE CARLO file, and the current 15 file on 
PERSICO in arr effort to develop any communication which 
might explain how the name of PERSICO was arrived at in 
February, 1963. We also chocked all other references in our 
files to PERSICO with negative results. SA JOHN P. WILGUS

On 4/22/63 NK 2251-C* advised that ANTHONY RUSSO 
(LITTLE PUSSY) contacted ANGELO DE CARLO (RAY) and discussed 
matters pertinent to subject organization. Following are 
pertinent portions of their conversation, much of which 
was Inaudible: 

DE CARLO: Did you see RAYMOND (PATRIARCA) when you were up 

In Boston? 

RUSSO: I # m very dose with BAY. 

RUSSO appeared to be giving some examples of his 
dose association with PATRIARCA and mentioned that 
PATRIARCA told him a story about FAT JOHN, with whom 
RUSSO was friendly. DE CARLO was not acquainted 
with FAT JOHN so RUSSO identified him further ua k ’tLe 
guy they hit, JOHNNY DEL MAURO (PH), he’s dead.”

DE CARLO and RUSSO discussed those of considerable 
wealth citing JERRY (GERARDO CATENA) as one of the richest.

(LEASH) contacted the eubjoct concerning & mooting he had had 
with HICKEY POOL (MICHAEL PUGUO) from Connecticut.
